Grand avenue, Pasadena, Charles D 
Gallery, millionaire, and 
extensive 


orange grov/er in the Covina valley 
died of an attack of paralysis, after 
an illness since Thursday, January 25 
He leaves a widow, and one son, John 
B. Gallery, who is now attending 
school at Santa Barbara. 


Mr. Gallery came to the Covina val 


ley two years ago, and bought an 80 
acre ranch between Charter Oak and 
Glendora. It was one of the beautifu 
hill ranches, dotted with live oaks 
and he began immediately to improve 
it, using all modern methods to make 
it one of the finest citrus orchards in 
the country. As his fruit business 
progressed he conceived the idea of 
forming a packing company, and he 
started the Duquesne Fruit Company, 
which company was preparing to ship 
a large amount of fruit at the time 
that the owner was taken ill. 


On Thursday of January 25th Mr. 


Gallery was taken suddenly ill while 
a guest in the early morning at the 
Covina Country Club. Dr. G.*D. Jen- 
nings of Covina was sent for, and pro- 
nounced the case-one of paralysis, 
but later in the day, his private physi- 
cians, Drs. Tower and Orbison, arrived 
from Pasadena, and they scouted the 
idea of^the illness being serious. Mr. 
Gallery 
v was removed by automobile 


from the club quarters to his home 
in Pasadena, He hardly regained con- 
sciousness after the stroke, and lin- 
gered for two weeks in a comatose 
condition. 
Doctors agreed that th 


cause of his death was paralysis.

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CRITICISM VS. ACHIEVEMENT. • 


When, after the victory for justice 


in the McNamara cases, District At- 
torney Fredericks said, "I have simply 
won another lawsuit," he uttered a 
sentence which shows him as a man 
plying a craft far above the racket of 
the political demagogues. He is a law- 
yer, seeking avenues by which he may 
carry out the specifications of sta- 
tutes. 


When President Taft put. into active 


service the Sherman law, and suc- 
ceeded in bringing to justice a number 
of great evaders of this law, he was 
not attacking any individual in the 
United States, nor did he burn inly 
with a savage desire to make his 
power felt upon persons who had 
evaded the law. 
Taft is a lawyer, 


•who happens to be prosecuting for all 
the people of the country rather than 
for a county, a city or an individual. 
The demagogues say that Taft has 
no anger for the trust officials. This 
is probably true. Why should he sin- 
gle out a man because he has broken 
the law, and bathe him in the flames 
of presidential wrath? Except for poli- 
tical purposes, as is always the case 
with the demagogues. The politicians 
who oppose Mr. Taft ignore the fact 
that he is prosecuting these great 
malefactors, and prosecuting with a 
success that was never attained be- 
fore, and they point to him with scorn 
because he does not each day utter 
some scathing denunciation of law- 
breakers, as did his predecessor, who 
failed to win his prosecutions. 


Nothing whatever counts but suc- 


cess. 
Even Roosevelt, great states- 


man that he was and is, could not 
succeed in this tremendous job of 
driving the trusts out from their in- 
trenchments. 
The few examples of 


trust capitulation, wherein they have 
surrendered to Taft's prosecutions, 
are but incidents in the siege which 
Taft has laid t° the citadel of law 
breakers. Gradually these things are 
becoming known. 
Taft's administra- 


tion grows stronger as the days pass1 
that draw it to a close of the first 
four years. We are coming more and 
more to be a nation of thinkers, and 
a critic must prove his contention, 
not with fireworks, but with facts. 


CONTROL OF EPIDEMICS. 


The treatment of human beings 


when contagious diseases break out. 
is radically different from the man- 
ner in which herds of stock1 are 
treated under like circumstances. And 
the Argus is inclined to think that the 
method of safeguarding stock is to be 
preferred, at least, in one respect. 


When communicable diseases have 


been found among scholars in a pub- 
lic school, the method is to generally 
send the scholars home, close the 
school and quarantine the sick ones 
in their homes. Several schools in 
Southern California are now closed on 
account of a mild diptheria epidemic. 
This method of prevention we believe 
to be wrong. 


A bunch of cattle is not allowed to 


roam the plains after cases of con- 
tageous disease have been discovered. 
The stock raiser drives them into 
corrals, where the sick ones are tak- 
en away, ones under suspicion are 
quarantined, and the remainder watch- 
ed carefully, while other stock 'fls 
1 


kept from them. 
In this way the 


first symptoms are discovered imme 
diately, and the veterinary is able to 
cope with the disease 
with 
more 


chances of success. But after school 
children have been exposed, they a 
sent to their homes. It is a wrong 
theory to suppose that anxious par- 
ents will watch for an outbreak of the 
disease. Some will, others won't, and 
all will deal with the cases unintelli 
gently. The schools should be kept in 
session, and a physician should be 
detailed by the board of health to 
examine each child for incipient symp- 
toms. If a . large percentage of the 
scholars were to contract the disease, 
the school would then be obliged to 
discontinue. But while the outbreak 
is inconsiderable, the children should 
be where a competent physician can 
have control under municipal disci 
pline.

Summer in the San Gabriel valley 


is a time of fierce heat. The amount 
of nitrogen that goes up in the heat- 
waves of a hot afternoon cannot be 
estimated. This is prevented by a 
system of mulching, and the rancher 
who covers his land with a thick 
mulch, which retains the moisture of 
irrigation, is saving the humus of 
his soil, and adding to it; he is form- 
ing an admirable and practically the 
only culture bed for the beneficial 
bacteria, and he is holding the vola- 
tile nitrogen in the soil. Why not 
plant your cover crops in the summer.

"School Site Is In Center 


Of New District"==Shultis 


Baldwin Park citizens and citizens 


of the village of Valley View are near- 
Ing the time when they wjll cast votes 
on the proposition of building a large 
achoolbouse, and one of the points 
.•which is under discussion is the loca- 
tion of the building. Some of the resi- 
dents of Valley View are claiming that, 
the change in. the sjte of the school 
building will work an inconvenience 
upon thorn, while citizens of Baldwin 
Park say they can prove that the 
building Is to be placed in the exact 
geographical center of the district. 


A comunication on the subject from 


a. well known Baldwin Park resident 
follows: 


In an article published in the-Los 


Angeles Times of .Jan. 8, relating to 
the fight centering about the proposed 
removal of the Vineland school build- 
ing, 
several statements %vere made 


which lead me to believe that the 
writer was not thoroughly conversant 
with the real facts in the case. 


First, the statement is made that 


it is proposed to move the school 
from its present central location, to 
one in a corner of the district, when 
in fact, the proposed new site is, ac- 
cording to section lines, almost in 
the exact geographical center of the 
district. 


Second, the statement is made that 


the proposed change is for the only 
purpose of furthering sales in a certain 
new subdivision, when in fact the own- 
ers of that tract knew absolutely noth- 
ing of the proposed change until a 
committee waited upon them and soli- 
cited a site for that purpose. 


Third, the agitation was not started 


by anyone having connection with the 
sale of any real estate whatsoever, 
but was begun by the heads of fam- 
ilies living south of the Pacific Elec- 
tric railway, who circulated a petition 
asking that a new district be set aside, 


embracing all of the territory lying 
south of the Pacific Electric railway, 
and which represents 
two-thirds of 


the assessed valuation of the entire 
Vineland school district. 


After procuring the required num- 


ber of signatures, they consented to 
table their petition, providing that the 
people north of the Pacific Electric 
would unite with them in establishing 
a new and larger school, in a more 
central location, which they designat- 
ed as being between the Southern Pa- 
cific and the Pacific Electric tracks. 
Fourth, the principal objection which 
the people of Valley View have to the 
change is that their children would 
be compelled to cross the Pacific Elec- 
tric tracks, but they see no objection 
to the children of the people who pay 
two dollars to their one dollar in taxes 
in crossing both the Pacific Electric 
and .Southern Pacific car tracks. 


Fifth, at a mass meeting held at 


Vineland schoolhouse, a 3 to 1 vote 
was taken, authorizing the directors 
to call a bond election, and it was 
fully discussed and understood that 
the election was to be held as soon 
after Jan. 1 as possible, allowing five 
or six days for registration. 


A number of other newspaper arti- 


cles have appeared from time to time, 
throwing discredit on the whole pro- 
position, and while I have no desire 
to rush into print, still, knowing the 
facts in the case and having watched 
the growth of this school from an at- 
tendance of 17 scholars to 80 at the 
present time, and realizing the total 
inadequacy of our present facilities, 
and recognizing the fact that the de- 
feat of these bonds would prove a 
calamity to our rapidly growing com- 
munity, I feel in duty bound to pre- 
sent these facts to our people.

The closed season on rabbits went 


into effect 
on Wednesday of this 


week, and no more may hunters tum- 
ble the nimble cotton-tail from his 
cactus bunk until next August. Few 
people have yet realized that the law 
has anything to do with rabbits in 
this state. The rabbit has never had 
any protection, nor seemed to need 


~ 
any, but Deputy Game Warden Leslie 
Riggins reminded the newspaperman 
this week that a law was passed last 
year, which gives the "bunny" pro- 
tection from February until August. 


In fact; there is nothing to shoot in 


-the Covina country, now that rabbits 
are on the closed list. Doves do not 
come in until the first of September. 
If one is a good shot with a rifle, 
there is now-1 and then a bob-cat that 
can be knocked over in the hills 
south of Covina, and th6re are still 
coyotes that get within gun-shot. 


But there is a strong inducement 


to stay out of the hills when the rifle 
shooters begin to get in their work. 
A thirty-thirty bullet travels a mile 
to kill, and many are injured every 
year, who get in the path of these big 
slugs. There is a law also in force 
which prohibits shooting in roadways, 
and this means that the hunter must 
not only cut out shooting along the 
road, but he must be sure that he is 
not including a road in his shooting, 
although stationed somewhere in the 
field or hills. 


Sheriff Hammel has sent a commun- 


ication to every game warden in the 
county, charging them to arrest any- 
one guilty of shooting across a road. 
The country is getting settled 
up 


rapidly and the safest thing for a 
hunter to do is to quit carrying the 
rifle and use the shot-gun, always with 
the stipulations of the law in mind.

Though the tortoise is slow of foot. 


It la quick to make the best of all Its 
available modes of defense. 
The box 


tortoise possesses a singular defensive 
apparatus. Tbe plastron or shell cov 
ertns the under part of the body Is so 
formed that Its front segment can be 
drawn upward to protect tbe animal's 
head, the head meanwhile being drawn 
back under the carapace or shell on the 
back of tbe tortoise. The upper anfl un- 
der shells then meet In front, forming 
a kind of box In which the creature in 
unassailable. When tbe danger Is pass.- 
ed the reptile relaxes a muscle and 
the raised part of the plastron falls, al- 
lowing the head and fore feet to com* 
forth. This movable plate la fastened 
to the plastron by a strong hinge of 
elastic ligament.
